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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 - 21 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 2, and 4-21 drawn to a process of preparing polymeric compounds, 
classified in class 526, subclasses 170 and 171. 

II. Claims 1-21, drawn to a process of preparing cyclic compounds, classified in class 
540, subclass 451; class 548, subclass 538; class 549, subclass 472; class 564, subclass 
1; class 585, subclass 367; and other subclasses for each class as determined by the 
exact structure of cyclic compounds prepared. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The process of Group I, drawn to the preparation of polymeric compounds, does not 
furnish the cyclic compounds embraced in Group II. Similarly, the process of Group II, drawn to 
the preparation of cyclic compounds, does not furnish the polymeric compounds of Group I. The 
inventions of each group do not belong to the same recognized class of chemical reactions in the art, 
and references anticipating or rendering obvious one invention would not necessarily do the same 
for the other. Thus separate searches in the literature, U.S. Patent Classification System, and 
electronic databases would be required, and different issues of patentability - at the very least, 112 
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first paragraph issues — would apply to each gtoup. The processes of the groups are used 
independendy of each other and could support separate patents. One skilled in the art would not 
consider polymerization and cyclization as functional equivalents of each other. The mere fact that 
there is a single similarity of olefin metathesis is not in itself a significant reason to render the whole 
embodiment obvious. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
